Connellsville was happy yesterday afternoon.

county outside the city limits which was represented in the thousands Uipon 
thousands which thronged the streets for the closing event of the rayeue 
County Home-Corn ing celebration—the military 
parade—was in like mood. 


The people were given the opportunity of seeing what they had fondly de- 
sired and hoped to see—the doughboys of the region on parade. 


Responding in much larger numbers than bad been anticipated, from a 


thousand to 3,200 of the boys who fought overseas or who were in the ser- 
vice here and ready and willing to do their share across the Atlantic marched 
through the streets in the greatest military review in the annais of Connells- 
ville; the largest in Fayette county. The periods of the wars of the past 
witnessed nothing to eaual thu lines ot men in olive drab who braved the 
sweltering heat In their service uniforms.

in numbers or features. Estimates place the total uumber in line at 6,000 to 
7,000. Some ran much higher, few lower.

WASHINGTON', July 10.—President 


Wilson shortly after noon today pre- 
sented to the- Senate the peace treaty 
and the League of Nations, personally 
appearing and addressing that bodv. 


When the President 
entered the 


Seu2te chamber, escorted by a com- 
mittee of senators, the crowded gal- 
leries rose and cheered for a minute 
in disregard of the Senate rules. The 
President, mounting to the vice presi- 
dent's seat, spoke briefly with Vice 


j President Marshall as the cheering 
continued, 
punctuated with 
"rebel 


yells." 


The President said that he 
-was 


availing himself of the first opportu- 
nity to lay the treaty before the Sen- 
ate tor its ratification since its signa- 
ture at Versailles on June 2S. "The 
treaty constitutes nothing less than a 
world settlement," the President said, 
"and it would not be jr>ssible for me 
either to summarize, or to construe its 
manifold provisions in an address. Mr 
services and rill the iniormaLion I 


j possess .will bo at your disposal and 
at the disposal of'your committee on 
foreign relations. 1 shall at this timo 
attempt only a general characteriza- 
tion of its scope and purposes."' 


The 
President 
declared 
that 
a 


league of free nations bad become a 
practical necessity to which the fram- 
ers of thc treaty felt obliged to turn 
as an indispensable Instrumentality 
for tbe maintenance of the new order 
it had been their purpose to set up in 
the world. Tho most, skeptical o{ the 
peace conferees at Paris, the Presi- 
dent continued, had turned more and 
more to the league as discussion pro- 
gressed in seeking solution of pro- 
blems that arose in framing the terms 
of the treaty itself. The fact that the 
covenant of thp league was the first 
sub.=tantive part of the treaty to be 
worked out and agreed upon, 
the 


President said, while all else was in 
solution helped to make the formula- 
tion of the rest easier. 
Mr. Wilson 


said agreement on the covenant had 
' given the conferees a. feeling that their 
work was to be permanent and that 
the most practical among them at last 
were the most ready to refer to the 
League of Nations, the superintend- 
ance of all interests which did no' 
admit.of immediate determination. 


"What has seemed a council of per- 


fection," said th? President, "has 
come to seem a plain council of ne- 
cessity. The League of Nations was 
the practical statesmen's hope of suc- 
cess in many of the most 
difficult 


things he was attempting." 


It was made clear that tbe Presi- 


dent felt troops should be maintained 
in Germany until the Germans have 
complied with all the military terms 
of tie treaty. It was pointed out that 
there were several million veteran 
soldiers in Germany and munitions 
sufficient for them to operate. 


The President also indicated that 


he £elt trade relations between Ger- 
many 
and 
the associated nations 


should be resumed at the earliest mo- 
ment possible, for without trade Ger- 
many would not meet the reparation 
demanded of her. 


The President made it clear that 


demobilization of the American army 
would depend upon the speed witb 
which the military conditions of the 
peace treaty were executed by Ger- 
many and the tieaty was ratified by 
the various governments.

about 70 per cent, in point of ingot 
capacity, but several branches of the 
finished trade are operating at better 
rates than this. The butt weld depart- 
ments of the pipe mills are practical- 
ly all operating in full, some of them 
being practically sold up for the bal- 
ance of the year.
